ITH ALL THE media frenzy 
W:-- Robert Kilroy-Silk and 

his UK Independence Party, 
a seismic shift in British politics on 
June 10th went almost unnoticed. 
Only former Tory leader, William Hague 
and Professor Michael Thrasher, the 
country’s leading political analyst drew 
attention to the size of the British 
National Party’s nationwide vote in the 
European Elections. 


Our vote of 808,200 (4.9%) was quite 


incredible. It was achieved in the face of 


blatant electoral fraud directed specifically _ 
against the BNP. It was achieved in the. 


face of the non-delivery of our election 
address across the country and the virtual 
banning of our election broadcasts. It 
was achieved in the face of a vicious 


media campaign against us and despite 


the interference in the democratic process 
by trade union leaders using their members’ 
money to intimidate potential BNP voters. 

The seismic shift was not just the size of 
the British National Party vote but its location 
within the country. In the past, BNP support 
seemed always to be found in Britain’s towns 
but never in the cities. This was explained 


by political pundits as BNP votes coming 
from people who feared the arrival of multi- 
culturalism to where they lived, rather than 
from people actually living in a multi-cultural 
society and voting to protest against it. 

On June 10th this all changed. It was 
Britain’s cities that saw the biggest increases 
in our votes. In Leeds, Manchester, 
Birmingham and London, places where the 
white population has been systematically 
displaced over the last thirty years, people 
at last found their voice. 

In Middlesborough, Bradford, Sheffield and 
Derby we polled our best votes ever, as we 
did in Newcastle, Nottingham and Coventry. 
Even in ‘Red’ Liverpool, where BNP votes 
have seldom managed to reach three figures, 
we polled 4,611 votes which was over 4%. 
When political seismic shifts take place, 
reputations are invariably lost and this time 
was no exception. Wolverhampton, for so 
long held up as the shining beacon of

a BNP vote of 4,449 (7%). That’s one in 


every fourteen voters, and probably as — 
high as one-in-eight white voters, making — 
it very clear they want an end to any — 


further immigration into Britain.

ESIDENTS of Peterborough 

experienced first hand the sort 
of cultural enrichment that comes 
about when you allow unrestricted 
immigration into your country. 
Mobs of more than 200 men fought 
each other in the centre of the city for 
three nights running at the end of May, 
laying siege to houses in Gladstone 
Street and wrecking cars, smashing 
windows and breaking down doors.

ERRIFIED residents locked

OT CONTENT with the 

short-term savings made by 
replacing highly trained police 
officers with second rate substi- 
tutes, David Blunkett has also 
lined up the Probation and Prison 
Services for the same ‘efficiency 
and economy’ makeover. 
In a fundamental shake-up of the penal 
system, the Home Secretary plans to 
merge the two to create a National 
Offender Management Service. 
The new ‘company’ will allow the 
Home Office to commission. private 
competitors - inadequately trained and 
non-accountable, but very cheap - 
to provide custody and to supervise 


operating in England and Wales has 
fuelled rank-and-file officers’ fears 
for the continued integrity of the 
traditional police role. 

While the Police Federation has 
supported past initiatives such as 
the recruitment of support staff to 
undertake purely administrative 
duties, it considers that the Govern- 
ment’s latest scheme to increase 
the role of civilians is a dangerous 
encroachment into operational and 
frontline duties. 

Although PCSOs presently have limited 
police powers (they can demand 
personal details/issue fixed penalty 
tickets for minor anti-social behaviour, 
confiscate alcohol and tobacco from 
young people and seize vehicles 
considered to be a potential danger) 
their role, essentially, is to provide a 
visible patrolling presence. The type 
of changes proposed, however, could 
lead to the most far-reaching changes 
to policing since 1919. 

Despite having been recruited 
according to criteria that are below 
the requirements for a police officer 
and given an absolute minimum of

training, the Home Office intends 
to give PCSOs additional powers to 
search, detain, escort and interview 
suspects, operate speed cameras and 
administer breath tests. 

This civilianising of some police 
duties had been justified on the 
grounds that it would enable police 
officers to return to ‘front line 
duties’. But what is frontline, 
operational policing if it is not 
patrolling, investigating crimes, 
detaining and interviewing suspects, 
and monitoring road safety? 

Being a police officer means more 
than having powers to act in certain 
situations. It involves carrying personal, 
legal and criminal responsibility and 
accountability for every action that is 
taken whether on or off duty and that is 
why effective training is so essential. 
These reforms are solely financially 
driven - it is, quite simply, cheaper to 
employ PCSOs than highly trained 
police officers. The public will be 
sold the line that ‘police numbers’ 
have increased, but the truth is that 
quantity will have been gained at the 
expense of quality.

Water supply is a vital part of 


our country’s infrastructure and, 


as such, it should never have 
been exposed to the short-term, 
profit-dominated ethos of business 
practice. 

Privatisation always brings the same 
result - because profits have to be 
squeezed from somewhere, service 
provision is cut to the minimum while 
prices are raised to the maximum. 
The only way to ensure that the water 
industry receives the investment 
levels needed to sustain and improve 
water services is to bring it back into 
public ownership. 


NEW police unit has been 

formed to tackle the crime 
wave associated with London’s 
Indian, Pakistani, Bangladeshi and 
Sri Lankan communities. 
The unit has an initial budget of 
£5 million and will be set up along 
similar lines to Operation Trident, 
which targets serious crime within the 
black community. 
Violent crime within the south Asian 
community has soared in the last 
decade. The number of murder victims 
has quadrupled and the kidnap rate 
has doubled. 
Drug crime has increased by 41% in 
the past five years and the Asian crime 
hotspot of Tower Hamlets is now 
known as the UK’s heroin capital. 
The overseas connection is again 
evident with Pakistan as the source of 
27% of the heroin found in London. 
Asian youth are now heavily involved 
in gun and gang crime, with increasing 
numbers cashing in on organised 
economic crime such as benefit fraud 
and money laundering. 
Asian community leaders attribute the 
growing lawlessness amongst their 


youngsters to the loss of traditional 


values and cultural alienation..

Asylum backlog in Leeds 


ORE than 100 asylum seekers — 

in Leeds whose applications 
were rejected have “disappeared 
from the system” leaving the author- 
ities with no idea where they are. 
A report from the  council’s 
Neighbourhoods and _ Housing 
Scrutiny Board also warned that 
an “underclass” of immigrants who 
had been refused asylum was being 
created. 
Leeds has over 2,500 asylum seekers, 
yet in the last 12 months only 139 of 
these have been granted asylum. 
The report was concerned that most of - 
the asylum seekers living in Leeds were 
being settled in Harehills, Holbeck, 
Chapel Allerton, Beeston, Burmantofts 
and Hyde Park, while many other areas 
didn’t have any at all. 
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HE EXTENT of the foreign 

settlement in Britain was rather 
rudely revealed when the football 
team of one of the many national- 
ities colonising our country dumped 
England out of Euro 2004. 
In Thetford, a huge roar went up 
when David Beckham’s penalty kick 
flew over the bar. The ‘Portuguese’ 
pubs in this small Norfolk market 
town were packed to over-flowing 
with its six thousand Portuguese 
residents celebrating England’s exit 
from the competition.

In St Helier, in Jersey, there were 
also celebrations underlining that this 
Channel Island is now 10% Portuguese.

Many of these ‘Portuguese’ 
immigrants are actually of African 
descent, originating from Portugal’s 
former colonies.

Once Portugal joined the EU, these 
Mozambicans, Angolans and the like 
were able to leave for an even bigger 
‘land of milk and honey’ — ours.

HE GLOBAL SHORTAGE of 

trained health staff will bring 
Britain’s National Health Service to 
crisis point in the next few years. 
A report from the Royal College 
of Nursing (RCN) warns that the 
NHS’s reliance on foreign nurses is 
unsustainable in the face of increasing 
competition for staff from other 
Western countries. 
Britain will be hard hit because it has 
opted to import cheap foreign workers 
in recent years rather than invest in 
home-based training initiatives. The 
Government claims it’s increasing 
nurse numbers but according to the 
RCN report, when the tally of interna- 
tionally recruited nurses is taken 
away, the actual number of staff 
working within the NHS has barely 
risen since 1989. Added to this the 
fact that the number of students 
currently in training is also less than 
15 years ago, and it is clear that no 
teal, sustainable growth in nursing 


staff has been achieved. 

Like Britain, the United States has also 
neglected to train its next generation of 
health workers and currently has one 
million nurse vacancies. Following 
Britain’s example, it too, has opted 
for the short-term, crisis management 
approach of poaching trained health 
staff from overseas. 

An aggressive recruitment campaign 
has just been launched and American 
agencies expect to recruit large 
numbers of nursing staff from Britain 
and the developing countries with 
offers of good salaries and working 
conditions. 

So, if the guest workers upon 
whomBritain is so reliant.do decide to 
tear-up their temporary, low paid/long 
hours contracts and move on to 
more lucrative American pastures, 
our National Health System will be 
plunged into crisis. 

This will come as no surprise to 
critics of the migrant worker system. 
Employers who opt for this approach

cannot expect any long-term stability 
- migrant workers have no national 
loyalty, they go where the ‘top dollar’ 
is paid and the consequences of their 
departure from one place or another 
are not their concern. 

Britain has profited from importing 
trained nurses from the Third World, 
but at what cost to the sick and dying 
of these nations? Ten hospitals have 
closed in the Philippines in the last 
twelve months because 7,235 Filipino 
nurses - trained on limited national 
resources to look after their own 
people - have instead come here. 
Britain’s reliance on poached nurses 
from needy and vulnerable Third 
World nations is as unnecessary as it 
is morally wrong. 

There is only one answer to the 
nursing crisis: the Government 
must invest in training programmes 
that will produce sufficient levels 
of home-grown, well-rewarded, 
nursing staff to ensure the provision 
of first class health care.

the extra money that the Labour Government has pumped into the Health Service. 


RECIOUS NHS money is being 

wasted on high-priced agency 
staff and more managers at the 
expense of extra beds and better 
treatment, say nurses. 
A Royal College of Nursing (RCN) 
survey found that frontline staff 
have not seen the effects of the 
extra billions invested in the Health 
Service. : 
Less than a third of nurses believe 
the number of permanent staff has 
increased in the four years since 
the NHS plan for reform started. 
47% said spending on agency staff 


had increased and 52% believed 
more money had gone on employing 
managers. 

Other areas bypassed because of 
excessive administration costs include 
new equipment, specialist critical care 
nurses and mental health hospital beds. 
Contrary to the views of nurses, 
NHS chief executive Sir Nigel Crisp, 
boasted recently that the organisation 
is “working so well that targets for 
2005 may be hit early”. 


He must be working towards targets 


that do not include improving actual 
patient care! 


As the RCN general secretary points 
out, “nurses are champions of patients 
and they know more than anyone 
whether their care is improving.” 

The Government’s ‘mixed economy’ 
on health care has clearly not delivered 
the ‘efficiency and economy’ improve- 
ments that were promised. Instead, 
the quality of patient treatment has 
declined as a result of the prolifer- 


ation of bureaucracy and short-term 


managerial strategies. 

The reason for failure is simple, 
business principles do not belong 
in the field of public services. 


HE Government is claiming 
_ that 60,000 more immigrants 
are needed to fill catering jobs in 
London. 
But according to Office for National 
Statistics figures, London has 230,000 
unemployed, 55% of whom are aged 
between 18 and 34, and thus the 
right age for most of the, largely 
low-skilled jobs in question. 40% of 
London’s 230,000 unemployed are 
immigrants themselves!

Despite that, Blair & Co are going to 
let in an additional 60,000 immigrants 
under its “catering and hospitality” 
scheme. Supposedly those let in under 
this scheme are temporary, but as there 
is no procedure for checking that these 
“temporary” immigrants actually ever 
go home again, it would be surprising 
if many did so. 

These immigrants, who contribute 
little in the way of taxes to the UK 
economy because of their low-wages, 
will only ensure that unemployment 
in London stays 6.9% above the 
national average of 4.7%. 


Health chiefs claim wart

WARDS at Tameside 
General Hospital are to close 
but health chiefs insist the cutbacks 
are good news and will help the 
hospital provide a better service for 
patients. 
Surgical ward 17 and medical ward 
43 are to go in the shake-up which 
will see a total of 41 beds lost. 


Hospital bosses say closing the wards 
and reducing the number of beds will 
benefit patients because it will mean 
they have to recuperate at home rather 
than in hospital. 

Tameside’s nursing staff however 
believe that the closures are a 
‘disaster’ as patients’ welfare will 
be put at risk because the loss of 
these vital beds will mean they are 
sent home before they are ready.

Residents want community protection

ELL-intentioned members 

of the ‘Save Our Scheme’ 
(SOS) community group in the 
Broomhouse area of Edinburgh 
have abandoned their ‘softly 
softly’ approach to anti-social 
youths and called instead for a 
tough response from the local 
authority. 
Residents of a housing estate set up the 
scheme two years ago, with the aim of 
tackling youth crime through personal 
involvement and positive collabo- 
ration. Much to their disappointment, 
their attempts to understand, educate 
and communicate with the youthful 
troublemakers have failed to bring 
about any significant improvements 
in their behaviour. 
Local mother and Chairman of SOS, 
Carol Munro, explained that the 
residents agreed to abandon their 
‘crusade of hope’ only after 


exhausting every avenue of work with 
the youths. Their experience had led 
them to realise that “there is far too 
much emphasis on working with and 
rewarding criminals.” 

The group now intends to campaign 
for a tough policy on youth offending 
that put community protection above 
other concerns.

The response by the major three parties to this growth in support has 

been predictable, continuing the same line adopted by politicians and 

media alike throughout the campaign period. People who voted for the 

BNP, they surmise patronisingly, are misguided, have been misled or 

are simply registering a temporary protest. Dismissing public opinion 

that does not conform to liberal values, the prevailing political elite

HE LATEST official figures 

have revealed that the flood of 
immigrants into our country is even 
worse than the last official figures 
showed with over two-thirds of the 
annual increase in the population 
of our overcrowded islands now 
accounted for by immigration. 
These frightening facts only emerge 
from close analysis of figures quietly 
issued, under the gripping title Series 
MN No. 29 (ISSN 0140-900X), by 
the Office of National Statistics. The 
total lack of Government grip on the 
migrant flood is revealed by the fact 
that these figures, the latest available, 
only go up to the end of 2002. 
In this year gross immigration passed 
the half-million mark for the first time 
ever with 512,800 people arriving in 
the UK, the highest number to settle 
here in one year in our history. 
Third. World countries are the main 
sources of net immigration into 
Britain accounting for 84% of arrivals. 
Ominously for our future, these 
immigrants are overwhelmingly 
young, with 61% in the 15-24 age 
range. 
The closer you look, the worse it gets. 
Firstly, of course, these figures are 18 
months out of date. The Government 
just can’t keep up with tracking the 
latest influx. 
Secondly these official figures do 
not include immigrants arriving on 
temporary work. permits, many of 
whom never go home, students, and 
the rising tide of illegal immigration. 
Thirdly the situation is now a lot 
worse, since our borders are now open 
to Eastern Europeans and Mediter- 
raneans who could not come here 
when those figures were compiled. 
Finally, and worst, they grossly 
underestimate the actual demographic 
impact on the makeup of the British 
people, because they take no account 
of the UK-born children of
